Companies’ Lawyers Have Still to 
Pass on New “Agreeme 
While those who favot the dual 2 


plan were arranging’ yesterday, to bring 
pressure to bear on Gov. ““Bulzer’to ‘leave 


‘Chairman Willcox long enough in” ‘offite 


to sign the operating contracts and thoge 
who are opposed to it were announcing 
mass meetings of protest, the lawyers of; 
the Public Service Cdmmission’ were fiard 
at work drafting: the changes: in the. con- 
tractg made necessary by the alterations 
in the agreement between the city and the 
companies. Thesé alterations are. being 
made solely by the commission’s lawyers, 


without consultation with the representa-| nay, 


tives of the companies, and they had not 
been passed on for consideration by the 


other side last night. 


The chance of a rapid solution of the 
Subway question seemed yesterday to de- 
pend almost entirely the skill and fidel- 
ity .to the verbal. agreements reached 
which the commission’s lawyers’ sowed. 
Both Chairman Willcox. and President 
Shonts professed confidence ‘that, both 
sides understood fully the position,of the 
other, but‘tiil the lawyers of the Interbor- 
ough and the B. R.:T. have gone over the 
way in which oy T. Harkness, counsel 
for the comm has phrased these 
agresments it E tacnanathie to;‘say~ that 
no new difficulties will be discovered. 

It.is- certain, however, that no matter 
what success Mr.~ Harkness. may) achieve 
the contracts will not be taken up at the 
regular méeting- of: the Commission this 
morning.:.-The physieal. work of the re- 
printing alone stands in. the way. of it. 
Though there* have heen. ‘a. number of 
ghanges, it is understood: that’ hone of 
them goes to the roots of the agreement, 
but.Chairman Willcox has: been. success- 
ful in making the.

PROPOSES . _ COURT REFORM 


ie inability. ‘to Loate Blame :ls. 
One of the Reasons for Exist- 
ence of Political Bosses. — 


TOPEKA, Kan.,- Jan, 27.—WalkerD, 
Hines of New York, Chairman of the Ex- 
hy ecutive Committee and . general. counsel 
of the-Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé\Rail- 
way Company, to-night delivered an ad- 
dress before the State Bar Association of 
Kansas. He said that a fundamental 
cause of our Govermental evils is the Jack 
of definite individual responsibility in our 
form of Government. In the course of ‘his 
Speech Mr. Hines said: 

“The demands for the initiative’ and 
referendum and for direct primaries aad 
the recall of public officers signify that 
the people ‘believe’ our Governmental 
methods are inefficient..and- the. results 
are unsatisfactory, and it is* important; 
to consider the causes which ‘have ‘pro- 
‘duced such ‘conditions. We find that 
great private business enterprises: owe 
their efficiency and. success very largely 
to the faet that they are so organized 
as. to create definite individual respon- 
sibility for the accomplishment of their 
Purposes,’ and yet we find that this dcfi- 
nite individual responsibility is a feature 
aimost entirely lacking in the Govern- 
ment, which is expected to be efficient 
and successful in regulating these great 
private enterprises. 

“ Considering first the legislative fune-' 
ticn, we - ‘find that ine,the legislative de-: 
partmerit’ Pespohsibility* is sta ttered“tndig- 
criminately amon ga vast number” of 
members,.so that législation. has become 


everybody’s business and therefore no- 
body’s business. The responsibility is so 
scattered that it is almost impossible to 
put on any legislator the blame for the 
passage of improper legislation and for 
the failure to pass desirable legislation, 
and this condition is inténsified by the 
rag that each member ¢s answerable only 

is own sinall constituency, The re- 
cate is that the general ublid interest 
has no definite responsible Aegislative 
representative to originate legislation 
needed by the people and to put that 
legislation ‘in: ‘workable and. effective 
shape and to oppose. all legislation and 
al p rovisions.. injurious. to .the general’ 
pu 

~ This abserce of definite individual re- 
sponsibility for the general welfare and 
the consequent inability to locate blame 
for wrong action is one of the principal 
reasons why political bosses have flour- 
ished, for. they are most successful in 
accomplishin their designs’ when re- 
sponsibility for the legislative action or 

non-action which they desire can be most 
concealed,” 

Mr: Hinés went. on to-point- out that in’ 
private business enterprises\the chief 
executive takes a Jeading part in initiat- 
ing and framing the regulations of the 
business. A departure from the present 
contrary policy in. our. Governments 
would, he said; greatly promote Govern- 
mental efficiency. Taking up the subject 
of law enforcement, Mr. Hines said that 
t laws are disregarded to 
an extraordinary extent largely because

«DHE IMMIGRATION BILL. 

The Immigration bill, having been re- 
ported from the second Conference 
Committee with the objectionable 
clause relating to ‘ certificates of char- 
acter’? eliminated, was quickly passed 
by the House of. Representatives Sat- 
urday, and is now before the Senate. 
It is to be hoped that that body will 
subject all its provisions to more care- 
ful examination than\ they have yet 
had, and will not hurry to get it out of 
the way. Twenty days from now. will 
be time enough to send the bil to the 
President. Many.of the provisions are 
still open to criticism, including that 
establishing a literacy test, in an 
|amended form. Any literacy test ap- 
plied to immigrants has always been 
strongly opposed. by persons who cher- 
ish high ideals of American citizenship. 
Moreover, though the literacy test is 
confined to the ability to read in some 
language, the attempted exemption 
from it. of refugees from religious per- 
secution is declared by some of the op- 
ponents of the bill to be badly worded, 
the adverb “solely” making it needful 
for the immigrant to prove that relig- 
ious persecution ‘ie the only motive of 
immigration. It is urged, also, that 
political refugees as well as religious 
should be exempt from the literacy 
clause.

‘The clause cannot re- 
fer to the Chinese and Japanese, and is 
taken to refer to other people of the 
brown and yellow races. Its present 
importance is hard to discover, 
lack of provision for the return of 
aliens, now domiciled here, who may 
wish to visit their native lands, is 
thought to be another defect-of the bill. 
It {s assumed that on their return they 
will be subject to the literacy test and 
the provision excluding persons inca- 
pable of being naturalized. This sum- 
mary of a Yew of the objections made 
to the bill now before the Senate indi- 
cates that ft should be gone over again, 
clause by clause, with deliberation, and 
not rushed through as if the Nation’s 
legislators were tired of the subject. 








OUR ABILITY TO “LICK CREATION.”

WHAT AILS THE UNITED STATES? 
Just now everybody seems to. think 
that something is the matter with the 
United Stat and one of the most dis- 
tinguished diagnosticians of the Na- 
tional trouble and its causes and reme- 
dies-is WaLxER D. Hines of the Atchi- 
son Railway.

“ANTI-VIVISECTION” CRUSADERS. 
- Senator McCLELLann’s bill, empower- 
ing the Governor to appoint’a commis- 


‘ston to investigate . experimentation 


upon animals in the medical schools of 
this. State, makes no appropriation to 
carry out its avowed object. It pro- 
vides that anti-vivisectionist societies 
shall be represented on the committee. 
Will they foot the bills? 

Those who pay for the investigation 
can determine its conduct also.. The 
McClelland bill pretends to provide for 
@n.unblased investigation of the facts 
of experimentation on animals. The 
Inter-State Conference of Societies Op- 
posed to Vivisection or to Cruelty in 
the Practice Thereof met in this city 
last November, and, according to The 
Herald’s report, “unanimously decided 
“to centre all efforts at Albany for 
“commission legislation.” It will be 
not merely the New York societies 
“opposed to vivisection " who would 
pay for this ‘‘ unbiased ’’ investigation; 
the financial strehgth and the fanatical 
energies of the Sdciety for the Humane 
Regulation of Vivisection at Washing- 
ton, the American Anti-Vivisection So- 
clety of Philadelphia, the New HEDng- 
land Anti-Vivisection Society of Bos- 
ton, the Society for the Prevention of 
Abuse in Animal Experimentation of 
Brooklyn, the New York Theosophical 
Anti-Vivisection Society, and the Vivi- 
section Investigation League of this 
city would be concentrated in proving 
that “all they had said was so.” 

At that meeting it was decided that 
the most effective work could be done 
by securing an investigating “‘ commis- 
“sion such as’ was given to the socie- 
“ties. of England.” An outcry was 
raised against the Hnglish doctors in 
the early seventies, and it was decided 
to investigate their laboratories. A 
Royal Commission was: appointed in 
1875‘by Queen Viororra. The Commis- 
Bion took elaborate testimony and 
found no material abuse; but, owing to 
the inflamed state of the public mind 
Yand the attitude of many members of 
the medical profession, who at that 
early date did not appreciate the im- 
portance of the experimental method, 
& festrictive law was recommended, 
which resulted in the calamitous meas 
ure of 1876. 

Far from allaying the British agita- 
tion, as was expected, the investigation 
only served to stimulate it. The appe- 
tites of the opponents of ascientifid 
medicine were whetted, and for thirty 
years the ggitation raged with violence. 
A Gemand was made in 1906 for a sec- 
ond full investigation of laboratory 
methods. Again a Royal Commission 
was created, which took testimony for 
@ year and a half. Its report, submit- 
ted in March last year, overwhélmingly 
disproved the charges that the medical 
experiments upon animals are immoral 
and unjustifiable. Both reports of the 
British Royal Commissions have sup- 
plied the false and dishonest leaders of 
the “anti-vivisection’”’ movement. and 
their dupes with material for misrepre- 
sentation. The doctors England 
have for a generation had tod flee to the 
Continent to prosecute their necessary 
labors. Is the experience—of—Great 
Britain to be repeated ih the United 
States at the hands of persons who 
have become deludéd into insensibility 
to human suffering—persons who, by 
their acts, place a higher value on cats 
‘and dogs than upon the lives of their 
own children?

“Social hygiene” is a phrase as yet 
unfamiliar to many ears, Whoever would 
acquire a knowledge of what it means 
would do well to read “The Task ‘of 
Social Hygiene,” a| magnificent book by 
Hav@eLock Ettis, in which the evolution 
of the work of. protecting. humanity from 
its own poisons is traced from its start 
centuries ago in street cleaning and sewer 
building to its latest development in a 
sense of public responsibility in matters 
till recently left to. individual control, 
however vicioug or ignorant. 

Of course the ‘‘ task of social hygiene ”’ 
will not be accomplished by the elimina- 
tion or suppression of any single “ 4 
Poyetty is only one of a dozen—perha) 
hundred—with ‘which it is too ri 
connected to make any other than a rTe- 
lational assault. hopeful, but. this .does 
not prevent particular groups from con- 
centrating their efforts for the time be- 
ing upon one or another of society’s dis- 
eases. 

Mr., ROCKEFELLER and his associates 
fully realize the extent of the work they 
havé. undertaken, and they explicitly, 
though briefly, state that theirs is no 
special method of narrow applicability, 
but one that can in time be extended to 
cover thé whole field of vice and crime.

Of course, auto- 
mobiles will continue to be built, even 
after the oil fields give out, as they all 
will, sooner or later. It is not at-all 
unlikely that before many decades the 
motor folk will all have to depend on 
“white coal’ for their power and carry 
it around in what with strange inaccuracy 
are called storage batteries, in spite of 
the fact that electricity is never stored 
and cannot be.

BLASTING AT NIGHT. 


8t. Nicholas Avenue Resident Asks 
How’ to End It. 


To the Hdttor of The New York Times: 

Can you tell me ‘what steps I may take to 
get relicf from the nulzance of being robbed 
of sound sleep évery night by those engaged 
in blasting .the..tunnel. for the new water 
supply? I reside on St. Nicholas Avenue, near 
150th Street, where blasting operations have 
now been carried. on-for nearly 18 . months, 
The discharges are of such force that every 
house within several blocks is shaken to its 
foundations, ceilings cracked so that. pieces 
have to be swept off the floor, and windows 
broken. . The large plate glass window of a 
store in the neighborhood was broken twice 
and had to be replaced by the contractors. 

Representations to the Mayor only brought 
forth a non-committal reply. A complaint lodged 
with the Board of Health had at least jthe 
good effect of stopping the noises during the 
night. But lately gq change is observable: 
blasts are let off as late as 11:30 P. M. and 
as early as 6 A. M., and one day this week 
the blasting went on all night. And even 
when there ts no blasting going on the noise 
made by dropping huge pieces of rock into 
the iron hoppers of the auto trucks frgm a 
considerable height is intolerable and makes 
sleep a mockery. 

What is of more the health 
and comfort of the inhabitants of this city 
er the extra cost of a few tons of dynamite 
the contractors may have to use by compelling 
them to reduce their charges to the minimum 
of safety?
